If the attitude of 
the whole country toward Japan eonld be 
averaged and presented in summary it 
would probably torn out to be one. not of 
"watchful waiting," but simply of wait- 
ing. It is waiting to see what the 
Japanese do in their new-won posrtition in 
world affairs. Actually the fate of Japan- 
ese-American relations is in the hands of 
the Japanese themselves. 


The Japanese should understand that 


among 
individuals the world-menace 


question is not altogether settled. 
The 


reason that many Americans are suspi- 
cious of the objects of Japan, or at least 
one reason, is that she remains the last 
considerable dynastic empire in the world. 
Americans are naturally suspicious of em- 
pires and dynasties. They feel that em- 
pprors have to make aggressive wars every 
once in a while, and well-planned and suc- 
cessful ones, if they are to retain their 
jjowers. Prom the American point of view 
the present democratic movement in Japan 
is the most hopeful sign upon the horizon. 
We do Tiot as a people accuse or suspect 
the ruling dynasty of plotting a war of 
aggression. We simply recognize the fact 
that there are tendencies and forces which 
turn monarchial government in this direc- 
tion. 


AH attempts to stampede public opinion 


iu this country against Japan, whether by 
newspapers or politicians, are deplorable 
;md dangerous. The prospect, even the 
possibility, of war with Japan is faint and 
a long way off. Bveh if it should occur 
prematurely we would be able to take care 
of ourselves. "We ought to realize that 
iherc is intelligence and statesmanship in 
•Japan, and that, taken in conjunction with 
the American disposition to be fair and 
reasonable and unselfish, it constitutes a

Extensive illiteracy cannot be regarded 


with equanimity by the peopl* of the 
Tnitcd States. We know that illiteracy is 
not only impaired national efficiency but 
is fertile soil for bolshevism, I. W. W.-ism, 
lawlessness and anti-American movements. 
Our educational development has not kept 
pace with the demands upon its facilities 
and extension. One of the great needs of 
the day is to bring our schools through- 
out the country np k> a period of high effi- 
ciency and more complete service in afford- 
ing popular education and in inculcating 
sound Americanism. The illiteracy figures 
submitted to the house cannot fail to im- 
press everyone with the importance of a 
progressive school program as a national 
policy. The promotion of this policy 
would be best insured by making "educa- 
tion a branch of federal administration.

While Mr. Lane was secretary of 


the interior he had a conference with 
some of tho largest bankers and bond 
dealers in the country to ascertain 
their views on his project of provid- 
ing farms tor the returned soldksrs. 
These distributors of securities told 
Mr. Lane that a half million dollars 
worth of tax free bonds, paying 8H 
per cent, could be absorbed at once. 
Mr. Lane thinks this equally true of 
the reclamation project bonds on the 
plan he has outlined. 


Mr. Lane points to the Roosevelt 


dam and tho resulting irrigation of 
nearly two hundred thousand acres of 
land, besides the production of over 
200,000 horsepower in electrical ener- 
gy. The farmer is now paying less 
than four dollars per acre per year 
for th« water^ he uses on his land and 
he has water'when he wants it. The 
city of Phoenix and its .people are get- 
ting cheap electric light and power and 
so are the smaller cities throughout 
the region. 
And the result of these 


successful workings is that the whole 
undertaking will be fully paid for by 
these earnings before it is all due, and 
that thereafter the farmer will get his 
watsr for irrigation free, because the

enough to meet all the 
operation 


expenses and replacements. 


Before the water came to them the 


lands that now receive water from the 
Roosevelt dam were mostly worthless 
desert. Now they are valued at from 
two hundred dollars per acre upward. 
Under the cotton-growing excitement 
last year some of the Salt River farms 
sold above seven hundred dollars per 
acre. 


"If the only purpose of developing 


these lands was to add to our arable 
territory, and to increase the wealth 
and productivity of tho United States, 
it would still be a. splendid business 
for the government."-says Mr. Lane.
